The department is slated to 


receive almost $1.3 billion in 
operating funds and $75 million 
for construction of vocational 
facilities.

The stru ggle against o besity 
can be one of the mo st bo ring 


and lo nely battles on earth. And 
fo r mo st p eo p le who face- this 
p ro blem, it is a lo sing battle. 
They wou ld be better off if they 
co u nted their blessings rather 
than their calo ries. 
Fo r, as every do cto r kno ws, 
chro nic o besity is mo re difficu lt 
to cu re than tu bercu lo sis, can­ 
cer, o r alco ho lism. It has fewer 
lasting 
reco veries—and 
mo re 
relap ses. 
Bu t since, as yet at least, 
o besity isn't illegal, why sho u ld 
a fat man have to stew in his 
own blu bber o r starve trying to 
get rid o f it? Why no t relax and 
enjo y it? 
A fat man who learns to live 
with his fat can u su ally lead a 
p ro du ctive, 
hap p y 
and fairly 
long life if he can cease fro m 
fretting himself to death o ver 
what o ther p eo p le think of him. 
I feel I am so mething of an 
au tho rity on this su bject, be­ 
cau se fo r so me time I have 
lived a do u ble life and enjo yed 
the best of two wo rlds. Part of 
the year I am a fat man, and 
the rest of the year I take off 
the excess weight and go aro u nd 
looking like a Greek god. 
That p o rtio n of the year in 
which I am bu ilt like a Greek 
god I get very little wo rk do ne. I 
sp end mo st of the time beating 
off eager girls with a baseball 
bat.

By BOB THOMAS 
Associated Press Writer 
HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 
television networks have over­ 
reacted to the outcry against 
violence, says Mike Connors, 
whose 
“ Mannix” 
series 
has 
been profoundly affected by the 
curbs on rugged action. 
Connors, as the hard-bitten 
private sleuth Mannix, will be 
back for a third season on CBS, 
but he admits that the show al­ 
most didn't make it. 
“ I was never in doubt that we 
would be renewed, as far as the 
ratings were concerned,” he 
commented. “ Mannix” held its 
own in the first season and then 
took off like a rocket in its sec 
ond season. But, despite the rat­ 
ings, I feared that the show 
would be canceled as a gesture 
to impress the FCC and the Mil­ 
ton Eisenhower commission on 
violence. 
“ Then the network would be 
able to say, ‘See-we had a suc­ 
cessful show in ‘Mannix’ and we 
took 
it 
off 
because 
of 
its 
violence.” 
While not defending violence 
in television, Connors believes 
that the campaign against it has 
reached absurd proportions. 
“ All right, so you want to 
remove all violence from televi­ 
sion,” he propounded. “ That 
means no more football; what 
could be more violent than 
knocking a halfback six feet in 
the air? 
“No more boxing matches. 
Consider the violence of two 
men trying to beat each other’s 
brains out. and for what pur­ 
pose? To make money. At least 


the fistfights on ‘Mannix’ have a 
more worthwhile reason: t h e 
triumph of good over evil. 
And if you’re going to do 
away with all violence on the 
home screen, that means no 
more news shots of campus 
demonstrations. And no more 
coverage of the war in Viet­ 
nam.” 
Connors admitted that “ Man­ 
nix” bordered on violence dur­ 
ing its first season, which fea 
tured a rubber-hose beating and 
other bits of strong action. But 
all that was changed in the 
crackdown that followed the as­ 
sassinations of Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. and Robert F. 
Kennedy. 
“ During the last season the 
rough stuff was cut down to an 
almost ridiculous extent,” the 
actor said. “ Now ‘Mannix’ has 
always been an action show that 
features a great deal of move­ 
ment. It also requires occasion­ 
al rough action-how else are you 
going to apprehend a criminal? 
“ Yet I would estimate that in 
15 out of the season’s 25 shows. I 
didn’t even produce a gun”

Kennedy said it was “ incredi­ 
ble” that party politics had en­ 
tered into the tour. The Massa­ 
chusetts Democrat 
called the 
departure of the 
Republicans 
“ a disservice to these 
needy 
people of Alaska.” 
Sen. William Saxbe was the 
first to leave and his Washing­ 
ton office later issued a state­ 
ment saying the Ohioan felt the 
tour was a 
“stage 
managed 
scenario with 
conclusions 
al­ 
ready reached by the subcom­ 
mittee before we left Washing­ 
ton.” 
He was followed by Sen. Hen­ 
ry Bellmon, R-Okla., and Sen. 
George Murphy, R-Calif. Bell­ 
mon called the trip a “publicity 
stunt.” 
Kennedy said he 
and Sen. 
Walter Mondale, D-Minn., would 
continue the tour as part of an 
effort to give the Senate a “real­ 
istic 
and 
forceful , program” 
aimed at improving the living 
conditions of the Alaska natives. 
Sen. Ted Stevens and Rep. 
Howard Pollock, both R-Alaska, 
not members of Kennedy’s sub­ 
committee on Indian education, 
were invited to accompany the 
group and stayed with the tour. 
Stevens said that despite the 
disagreement, he thought the 
trip would be beneficial to Alas­ 
ka.

“The World of Work.” 
Basic courses concentrate on 
everyday skills such as reading, 
ciphering, writing a check, plan­ 
ning a budget, preparing meals. 
Vocational 
skills, 
ranging 
from sales clerk to graphic arts 
specialist, also are taught. 


“ Most of our students average 
between the sixth and seventh 
grades in reading and mathe­ 
matical skills. Many average 
the fourth grade overall,” said 
Bernard Arzu, a former Jesuit 
student teaching at the center. 
Arzu, like many of the cen­ 
ter’s faculty, is undecided about 
the future should the center 
close. One teacher said he had 


already received three job of­ 
fers. In the graphics depart­ 
ment. one of the 
program’s 
most successful, a German im­ 
migrant, 
Manfred 
Nahser, 
teaches the sophisticated art of 
offset lithography. 
Nahser was optimistic that 
the center might yet be kept 
open.
